DEPARTMENT’S POSITION: The Department of Human Services (DHS) appreciates

the intent of these resolutions to incorporate modern technology in the effort to report
suspected cases of child abuse or neglect. DHS provides comments.

PURPOSE: The purpose of these resolutions are to require the Department of
Human Services and the Department of Education to develop a mobile application for
reporting child abuse and neglect.

DHS is open to learn more from the Department of Education about the
development of its bullying application and its effectiveness in reducing bullying in schools.

DHS Child Welfare Services Branch (CWS) is currently in the planning stages of
building a new information technology (IT) system for child welfare cases. With further
review of the mobile app, CWS branch will need time to consider how to incorporate a
mobile app into the IT build. The current CWS IT system does not have the functional
capacity to handle information from a mobile app reporting tool.

Additionally, a mobile app reporting tool will require amendment to the existing

reporting law. Section 350-1.1, Hawaii Revised Statutes, requires reports of child abuse or
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neglect, or reports of imminent abuse or neglect, to be made orally to the department or to
the police department.
